n report from the Board of. Engineers. 
The Board referred the question to 
Major Selbort. ut Plttsburg anil he re- 
ported back that, as the old survey 
was made seven years ago, and the 
question of commerce being one of 
tho principal things considered, and 
he being busy at the time, it would 
take him two or three months to make

Answering a similar inquiry pro- 


pounded to The Courier, and replied

. It enables either political party to

majority party could thus nominate 
both tickets. 
In Bridgeport, for In- 
stance, the Republicans ml/sht name 
th«ir own tlckot and still havo votes 
enough to spare to determine the Dem- 
ocratic nominees, and the Democrats 
•would have tbe same power In Salt- 
lick. 


After thinking the matter over, for 


another day, TKo Standard added the 
following afterthought:
